FIRST SENATE VOTE 
ON SURVEY BILL 


Amendment 
of 
Senator 
Kinney As To Scale 
Was Then Read 


B y The Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 20.— 
Reaching a vote for the first time 
since last Friday at midnight, the 
Missouri senate today defeated 16 
to 16 an amendment b y Senator M. 
E. Casey of Kansas City proposing 
a graduated increase In income tax­ 
es In Missouri applied to corpora­ 
tions and Individuals alike. 
Lieutenant Governor E. H. Win­ 
ter presiding when the vote was 
taken ruled the amendment w^as 
lost b ecause it did not receive the 
required majority 
of votes. 
He 
told newspaper men he did not 
vote, merely ruling the motion had 
not received the necessary support. 
Casey’s proposal would have es­ 
tab lished a graduated rate scale 
started at one per cent and step­ 
ping up to three per cent on in­ 
comes ab ove $19 ,000. 
He estimated 
it would have produced ab out nine 
million dollars annually.

Senator Kel­ 
ly was ab sent and Senator E. C. 
Curfman of Maryville did not vote. 
Senator Kinney’s amendment, ap­ 
proved b y the opponents of the sur­ 
vey 
plan, 
was 
read. 
Its rate 
schedule Is as follow's: on incomes 
of $1,000. one per cent; $1,000 to 
$2,000; 
1 1-2 less $5; 
$2,000 to 
$4,000, 2 per cent less $15; $4,000 
to $6,000, 2 1-2 less $35; $6,000 to 
$8,000, 3 per cent less $65; $8,000 
to $10,000 3 1-2 less 105, and all 
over $10,000, four per cent less 
$155. 
This amendment is expected to 
produce b etween eight and one-half 
million and nine millions annually, 
and is in line wdtii the governor’s 
legislative 
recommendations. 
The Dearmont proposal is the 
plan announced yesterday starting 
at one per cent and going to four 
and one-half per cent and produc­ 
ing slightly higher revenue figures. 
The senate recessed b efore de­ 
ciding which amendment to con­ 
sider 
first, 
although 
Lieutenant 
Governor Winter suggested b oth b e 
presented at the same time and the 
senate vote on which schedule is 
desired 
“since 
the 
argument 
is 
purely a matter of rates.” 
Continued parliamentary maneu­ 
vering during the morning failed to 
shift any one the strength, neither 
side having any b ig advantage.

Freight Package Pick Up 
and Delivery Service 
Within Sixty Days 


By The A ssociated Press. 
ST. LOUIS, March 20.—The next 
thing in raih-oadlng will b e door-to- 
door package freight service. 
In an effort to regain short-haul 
b usiness they have b een losing to 
truck 
lines, 
eleven 
southwestern 
railroads have formulated plans for 
the door-to-door service, provided 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion gices its approval. It is hoped 
to start the service within the next 
60 days. 
The plan provides for pick-up and 
delivery service at b oth origin and 
destination at no additional cost 
over present less-than-car-Ioad rates 
within a radius of approximately 300 
miles. Beyond that distance, a serv­ 
ice fee will b e assessed. 
The railroads involved are the 
Missouri Pacific, Texas and Pacific, 
Frisco, Cotton Belt, Missourl-Kansas- 
Texas, Southern Pacific. Rock Is­ 
land, Santa Fe, Kansas City South- 
ein, Louisiana and Arkansas and 
Burlington-Rock Island ( where Bur­ 
lington and Rock Island use same 
trackage). 
The pick-up and delivery service 
will b e arranged b y contract with 
local trucking 
concerns 
at 
each 
point. 
Some of the railroads 
already 
have b een experimenting wRh the 
plan through sub sidiary transporta­ 
tion companies. 
Plans for the door-to-door service 
w'ere announced 
here 
last 
night 
after negotiations extending over a 
period of several W’eeks. Several 
details remain to b e worked out. 


Off-election political activity was 
resumed Thursday night In Sedalia 
as Repub lican party memb ers held 
precinct caucuses and elected 103 
delegates to the G. O. P. city con­ 
vention which will b e held tonight 
at the courthouse.

JOLIET, 111., March 20.—Prison­ 
ers in cell house “F” at Stateville 
sought to stage a riot and 
to 
escape from their cells today. The 
riot was short lived. No prisoners 
were 
released. 
The 
disturb ance 
consisted principally of b reaking of 
glass in the cell doors and yelling 
and cursing. 
There were 729 convicts in the 
cellhouse, most northerly of the 
four circular b locks. 
One prisoner gave the signal for 
the outb urst b y kicking through the 
heavy plate glass pane In his b ar- 
red cell door and shouting. 
His 
fellow’s 
took up the 
concert of 
b oos, b ut could do little damage. 
There w*as no chance for an es­ 
cape. 
All the convicts have b een 
locked in their cells since Wednes­ 
day’s riot and disastrous fire, and 
yesterday’s 
“shakedown” 
had 
re­ 
moved from the cells every hidden 
tool or W’eapon. One convict manag­ 
ed to set fire to a new’spaper in 
his ow’n cell, b ut it was quickly 
extinguished. 
Warden Henry C. Hill was testify­ 
ing b efore the legislative investi­ 
gation committee when the alarm 
came and with the committee, his 
assistants and Rodney H. Brandon, 
state welfare superintendent he sped 
to the scene b ut all was quiet upon 
his arrival. 
Representative Michael L. Igoe 
of Chicago, democratic committee 
memb er, expressed the opinion the 
prisoners should b e fed instead of 
b eing confined on b read and water 
rations. Warden Hill Issued orders 
for a meal of cheese and b ologna. 
In his testimony just b efore the 
riot started Warden HTil, the first 
Wr’itness, said he had b een an auto­ 
mob ile salesman and during 19 05 a 
city postal inspector in New* York 
City. 
He said he served in the Spanish 
American w’ar and w’as a major in 
the national guard on 
Governor 
Lowden’s staff.

how 
many prisoners were here when he 
came here. 
“There were 2,800 prisoners in 
the prison farm, the old and at 
Stateville,” he said, “and there are 
4,678 today.”

The Orthwein b oy w’as kidnaped 
from the automob ile of his father, 
Percy J. Orthw’ein as the chauffeur 
Roy Yow^ell was taking him from 
his father’s home to the home of 
his grandfather. After rob b ing the 
chauffeur of $4.50 Ab ernathy forced 
him out of the car and drove away 
w'ith the b oy.

REPORT ON BRUNK 
CHARGES BE MADE 
TO THE SENATE

b os t on , March 20.—An aerial 
relief expedition, headed b y Bernt 
Balchen, famous aviator, took off 
from the Boston airport at 10:5i 
a. m. today on the first leg of u 
night to New Foundland to search 
for survivors of the wrecked seal 
ing ship Viking. 
Randy Enslow 
relief pilot, was at the controls. 
The decision to start was reach 
ed during a telephone conversation 
in wiiich Balchen and Merlon Coop­ 
er, 
organizer of the 
expedition, 
talked with Dr. Lew’is Frissell of 
New York, father of Varick Fris­ 
sell, American motion picture pro­ 
ducer who has not b een found 
since 
the 
steamer 
Viking 
was 
b lown up b y an explosion while in 
the Ice. 
A small crowd was on hand to 
see the take-off, including news­ 
paper men, news camera men, mo­ 
tion 
picture 
photographers 
and 
radio b roadcasters. 
The take-off 
was b roadcast over the Columb ia 
Broadcasting System’s chain. 
Speaking into the microphone, at 
the last minute, 
Balchen 
spoke 
somewhat 
pessimistically 
of 
the 
flight as a “doub tful task.” 
As the fliers soared away they 
carried with them a touching, part­ 
ing message of confidence from Dr. 
Fiiasell. 
The expedition was ex­ 
pressly authorized b y Dr. Frissell. 
Informed that weather conditions 
might delay the fliers at St. John, 
the doctor 
expressed 
the 
desire 
that the plane make a start on its 
rescue mission and told the mem­ 
b ers of the crew he had every con­ 
fidence in Balchen as the pilot. 
As long as any hope remained, he 
said, he w’ished them to make the 
trip and see w’hat they could do. 
The crew of th e b ig two-motored 
Sikorsky 
amphib ian, 
which 
has 
b een undergoing hurried prepara­ 
tions at the Boston airport, consist­ 
ed of Balchen, Cooper and Enslow. 
St. John is approximately 350 
miles from Boston. 
The fliers will 
b uck a 15 mile northeast headwind. 
They estimated they w’ould cover 
the distance in five and oue-half 
hours.

“Is lime really a benefit, when 
applied to a lawn?” 
All of us are prone to 
do 
that 
which we see others do. 
If your 
soil is acidulous, and you desire 
to grow blue grass, 
or some of the 
other grasses which require a neu­ 
tral soil, then lime should be 
add­ 
ed. 
You simply cannot 
grow 
bent 
grasses w'here lime has been added. 
On the golf courses where they 
have 
bent, 
they 
make 
the 
soil 
acidulous and to a very definite 
degree. Lime does “sweeten” the 
soil, and 
that 
word 
“sweeten** 
means that it neutralizes the acids. 
This word sweeten probably origi­ 
nated from the fact that the lime 
neutralizes the acids (saur, in 
Ger­ 
man). 
Before any lime is put 
on 
the lawn, you should know w hether 
you have an acidulous condition 
and 
v,'hat variety of grasses you 
desire 
to grow. Don’t spread lime 
on 
your 
lawn Just because your neighbor 
did.
